Butz may become SSC 
professor of government 


How about the Sacramento 
fever? For a college of over 14,900 
vastly overcrowded and there seems 


Dr. Otto Butz who recently lost a bid 
for the permanent president’s position 
at Sacramento State College has gained 
backing on campus in hopes of retaining 
his services. 

The Government Department, in its 
departmental meeting last Monday con- 
sidered the possibility of Dr. Butz 
joining their ranks as a teacher. This 
move would be possible under the retreat 
rights granted to Butz when he first was 
hired as SSC’s academic vice president. 
Under Dr. Robert Johns, Butz was given 
a full professorship in the government 
department. 


Dr. Gerald McDaniels, chairman of the 
department said, ‘Butz has a lot of 


Within moments after the decision to 
appoint Bernard Hyink as permanent 
president of Sacramento State College, 
Dennis Young, the KERS news director 
was able to obtain a telephone interview 
of Mr. Hyink. 

When asked for a general response 
about his appointment Hyink stated that 
he was “honored” and that he was ‘‘looking 
forward to it.” He stated that SSC has 
‘‘an excellent faculty that has already 
made a fine reputation.’’ He said that the 
similarity in the structure of the 
curriculum between Sacramento State Col- 
lege and California State College at 
Fullerton, where he is presently academic 
dean, made him especially qualified to 
handle his new job. 

Hyink also affirmed that ‘‘we must look 
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creative ideas and his presence in our 
department would be a real asset.”” At 
the departmental meeting a resolution was 
passed unanimously welcoming ‘‘the 
possibility that Dr. Otto Butz may wish to 
become an active member of the de- 
partment as a professor of government.” 

The position, a full professorship, is 
worth $22,236 before next year’s salary 
hike. Butz, who taught at San Francisco 
State College before coming to SSC, 
specializes, according to McDaniels, in 
international relations. McDaniels was 
quick to point out though, that until Butz 
decides whether \e will remain at this 
campus in any capacity, decisions as to 
what classes or position he will take in 
the department cannot be speculated on.

to the role of the student and try to define 
that role. . . .In the area of curriculum 
and learning, the students have a good deal 
to contribute.” 

When asked about SSC’s crisis in the 
athletic department, Hyink replied, ‘*Pve 
read only of it in the newspaper. . that’s 
my only acquaintance with it.”” Also, 
when asked if it was a factor in his ap- 
pointment, Hyink stated, ‘‘this was not 
discussed between me and the chancellor 
or between me and the committee that 
interviewed me.”’ 

Hyink refused to comment upon any 
plans he has for any changes at Sacramento 
State College. 

He also, in reply to a question, said 
that he had no immediate plans of visiting 
the SSC campus. 


Senate allocates last dollars 
to broadcast championship

The Student Senate has gone bankrupt. 

For over a month, trying to get money 
out of the Student Senate has required 
nearly every effort short of prostitution. 

Monday, a final attempt at emptying 
the student coffers was successfully staged 
by the KERS radio sports department. 
Greeting the Senate with a request for 
$659 to send two men to broadcast this 
week’s basketball tournament from 
Tacoma, Washington, the KERS delegation 
left the meeting quite satisfied with demo- 
eratic due process. 

KERS, which normally broadcasts all 
home games, ran into a roadblock in 
broadcasting the tournament when they 
were unable to locate the Fine Arts Board 
which controls their reserve funds. They, 
therefore, requested the Student Senate to 
act in Heu of the Board. This request, 
however, was deemed by the Senate to be 
morally objectionable, if not indeed 
stretching legality. because it would 


necessitate interfering with the internal 
affairs of an executive board. 

Due to the immediacy involved the only 
other acceptable alternative suggested was 
that the Senate release its remaining 
allocatable funds to send the two men and 
broadcast hookup to Tacoma. 

A stipulation was added, however, that 
any reimbursement for their expenses 
received from tournament receipts be 
returned to the Association’s contingency 
reserve rather than to the athletics’ 
reserve. 

Ideally, this would return approxi- 
mately half the $320 amount on or about 
the second week in April. Until then, 
the Associated Students has no more 
funds to allocate. This may make senate 
meetings shorter — although it probably 
won't. 

Meanwhile the KERS sports depart- 
ment must seek the other $350 necessary 
from other sources, Whether this will 
necessitate prosiinition has not yet been 
determined.

Warning signals are 
eminating from UCSB 


Four days of ‘street fighting at Isla Vista near the University of 
California at Santa Barbara last week seems tounderscore the serious- 
ness of the social problems plaguing the nation as interpretted by th: 
socially conscious segment of our society — college students, 

The violence that turned the once sleepy party campus into a campus 
alive with revolutionaries has been long coming. For the past year 
UCSB students have opposed a freeway extension that would run past 
the campus and upset the ecology of the Goleta Slough wildlife area. 

Over half the 12,000 UCSB students signed a petition last month 
demanding an open hearing for William Allen, an associate professor 
fired by UCSB, Several thousand students demonstrated on campus for 
two days shortly after the hearing was denied. 

Just before the Allen firing, UCSB students tookover a Santa Barbara 
wharf, a staging point for boats serving the Santa Barbara channel oil 
rigs, site of recent oil pollutions. 

UCSB students, like most students living near campuses, are disturbed 
over the high rents charged by absentee landlords for apartments 
rented from local realtors. Frustration turned to action as youths 
broke real estate office windows along the Isla Vista business section. 

While we do not condone open violence, we do feel the students on the 
UCSB campus and other campuses throughout the state and nation do 
have legitimate grievances that must be recognized. Somebody had 
better start reading the warning signals eminating from the colleg » 
campuses and take steps to negotiate with these students, the future 
leaders of our country. That haunting warning, ‘‘America, change it or 
lose it,’’ is not as preposterous as it sounds,

Is leftist violence 
cause of liberal decline 


Has anyone noticed how the political left has of late endorsed 
the idea that if one cannot achieve his particular ends by peaceful 
means he has all the right in the world to resort to nonpeaceful 
methods to accomplish his aims. The big kids on the left establish 
their rationale like this; since the United States is a racist-oppres- 
sive country that will not respond to anything the ‘‘people’’ want, 
then it is their duty to bring that change in order to eliminate the 
established order creating these intolerable circumstances. 

I can remember several years ago when it was the in thing to con- 
demn the entire South for the murders of three civil rights workers 
in Mississippi. What happened’ Congress passed laws that were in 
essence bills of attainders against the South. From voting rights to 
forced bussing the South was going to pay. The liberals charged into 
line to be the first to applaud these new laws. 

I am not now going to suggest that the liberals were wrong in their 
pursuit of violence and racism in the South, Much of what they did 
was good, some not so good, The question I put forth now is this; 
where are these people now when the violence is coming from the left’? 





Why do I not hear condemnations of the Black Panther Party as ! 
once heard condemnations of the Ku Klux Klan? Could it be that 
the left is creating a double standard’ Are extremists of the left 


somehow above reproachment while the extremists of the right are 
not? Since the Panthers inception in 1967, they have killed five police 
men and wounded 42 others in unprovoked assuaits, I know of no right 


wing group which holds such a record. In Santa Barbara we witness 


2,000 rag-tag radicals burning down the Bank of America building. 
(Violence in Viet Nam is bad, but violence in the United States is 
all right). 


I could go on and on with examples of left wing violence in the last 
couple of years. Where were the liberal defenders of press freedom 
when the editor of the San Francisco State student newspaper, because 
of an editorial he had written, had his brains nearly knocked out’ 
How many liberals did one hear reacting to the recent bombings and 
resulting deaths from those bombings of several San Francisco 
police stations’ Hiow many mass demonstrations in support.of 
Czechoslovakia were there when the Russians invaded that small 
country’ I don’t recall one. 

How does one explain away this behavior of the left. Well for one, 
it adds up to the biggest case of political hypocrisy since Herr Hitler 
signed a non-aggression treaty with Stalin. However, this does not 
explain the motive. It is my opinion that motive is hate, hate of the 
right to a greater degree than hate of violence. Combined with this 
hate of the right, which might better be termed the establishment, is 
a feeling of shame for what the establishment stands for; accomplish- 
ments, wealth, pride, honour, glory, worthiness, and merit, Why 
this perverted shame? Bill Buckley put it this way: ‘“The liberals, 
especially the white liberal, like to strut their toleration of left wing 
violence, and strip themselves of their turtleneck sweaters to reveal 
their shame.”’ 

What has this toleration of left-wing violence done for the liberal 
forces as far as their politica) position is concerned? Well to anyone 
who claims intelligence the answer is clear. The liberal element 
today is in its weakest position since 1932, The conservatives are 
everywhere winning political victories. Governor Reagan would win 
by a bigger margin than his 1966 margin of victory if the election were 
held today. The same goes for George Murphy. The trend is nation

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Prof pubiishes work on Salish Indians 


Dr. Warren A, Snyder, Anthro- 
pological Linguist and Chairman of 
the Department of Anthropology at 
Sacramento State College has re- 
cently published a two-volume lin- 
quistic work on the Salish speaking 
Indians of Southern Puget Sound in 
western Washington, The results 
of his analysis were published by 
the Sacramento Anthropological 
Society as Papers No, 8 and No, 
9 of their series. 

The first part of the analysis 
contains the phonology and mor- 
phology of the language, Although 
the importance of the Salish lan- 


guages for comparative linguistics 
has been recognized for decades, 
this publication offers several new 
hypothe ses for the interpretation of 
the phonological and morphologic! 
structures of Puget Sound coast 
Salish, 

The second part includes texts, 
place names, and dictionary, Texts 
include the Star Husband and 
Transformer myths, other myths 
and tales, and an autobiography 
of a Sujyuamish woman, Also in- 
cluded are Sug uamish place names, 
brief descriptions of the places and 
their use in aborigina! times, anda 


dictionary includes a Salish- 
English section and an English 
Salish section, Paper No, 8 sells 
for $3.50 and Paper No, 9 sells 
for $4.50. They may be obtained 
from the Sacramento Anthropolo- 
gical Society at Sacramento State 
College.

A press conference to announce 
the beginning of a major scholar- 
ship fund drive for American 
Indian students on the Sacramento 
State College campus was held 
in the La Playa room last Wed- 
nesday, Feb. 25. According to 
the prepared statement, this drive 
sponsored by the Native American 
Indian Alliance and the Native 
American Ethnic Studies Pro- 
gram at SSC, was organized 
because of the limitation of funds 
availabie to American Indian 
students and because a large per- 
centage of them are not qualified 
for aid from other sources. 

The Native American Indian 
Alliance, according to the state- 
ment, has planned a general 
campaign to bring their appeal 
for funds to the people of Sac- 
ramento. The campaign will 
culminate during the Native 
American Culture Week which wil) 
take place at SSC during the week 


of May 4-8, All contributions, 
it was noted, can be mailed in 
care of Native American Ethnic 
Studies, Sacramento State Col- 
lege. 

After the statement was made, 
Mr. David Risling, Sr., Chief 
Su’wharom, a traditional native 
leader from the Hoopa reser- 
vation, did a performance of an 
Indian good luck song and then 
made a few statements. He 
stated, ‘‘We are living in one 
of the richest countries of the 
world, .This country belongs 
to us. . . They have left us aside.” 

The conference then con- 
timed with the introduction of 
Miss Lois Risling, the grand- 
daughter of Mr. Risling, Chief 
Su’wharom, and the president of 
the SSC Native American Alliance. 

Dr. William Neuman, Presi- 
dent of the Academic Senate then 
affirmed his support of the 
project. 


U.S. International University 
schedules first summer session 


The first summer program at 
U.S. International University in 
England, USIU’s new overseas cen- 
ter, which is situated on the out- 
skirts of London, has been 
scheduled for the summer of 1970, 
it was announced recently by Netter 
Worthington, Coordinator for the 
University’s Overseas Campuses. 


It will concentrate on the 
English Renaissance (1485-1625) — 
its literature, history, art and 
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drama —- but will offer general 
courses as well, Mr. Worthington 
said. 


The first four-week summer 
session will be held June 24 to Juiy 
23; the second July 27 to Aug, 22. 


Mr. Worthington pointec out that 
the program should be of great 
interest and value to upper- 
division undergraduates and to high 
school teachers interested in 
English history, art, literature and 
drama. It offers anunusual oppor- 
tunity to study Renaissance 
England in a structured academic 


program taking advantage of 
resources available only in 
England. 


The first of the two four-week 
sessions, June 24-July 23, will 
cover history and the arts. The 
second, July 27-Aug. 22, wil! deal 
with literature and drama. Five 
credit units will be given for each 
four-week session. 
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David Risling, Sr., also known as Chief Su’wharom, performed 
a traditional American Indian song after the announcement of a scho- 
larship drive for the disadvantaged Indian students on SSC campus. 


Bill amends UC bond proposition 


Governor Ronald Reagan has 
signed Assembly Bill 355 by 
Assembly Speaker Bob Monagan of 
Tracy which is the speediest bill 
to date of the 1970 session. 

AB 355 which is to appear on 
the presidential primary ballot 
June 2 amends the University of 
California Health Science Facili- 
ties Bond proposition. 


The amendment gives the 
Legislature the right to adjust 
the interest rate in keeping with 
fluctuations of the bond market 
and cancels a 6 per cet interest 
maximum which may be paid on 
the bonds. 


The passage of the bonds with 
a 6 percent maximum would be 
a useless act because under pre- 
sent market conditions the in- 
terest demand has moved beyond 
that level and is closer to 7 per 
cent. 

In passing AB 355 speed was 
of importance since now it will 
require that the wording of the 
proposition itself be changed on 
the ballot, Also it requires that 
the ballot pamphiet analyses and 
arguments by proponents be al- 
tered, still leaving the Secre- 
tary of State time for the printing 
and distribution of sample ballots 
and pamphiets. 
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Psychology Arena Lab pursues intriguing aggression studies

Females are the true aggres~ 
sors. While this point may be 
debatable in most instances, it is 
certainly true in the case of ham- 
sters. According to Dr. William 
Westbrook of the psychology de- 
partment maie hamsters play a 
passive, ‘‘lily of the valley’’ role 
whereas the females are quite 
aggre ssive. 

Because of ths unique reversal 
of roles they have been chosen for 
some intriguing scudies that are 
currently occurring in the 
Psychology Arena Laboratory at 
Sacramento State College. The lab 
is located behind the SSC Football 
stadium. 


Aggression Studies 


As androgen, the male hormone, 
is commonly thought to be a reason 
for male aggressiveness, the ham- 
ster represents quite a challenge 
to current scientific theory. Male 
hamsters are the initiators of 
sexual activity which is normal in 
most species. However, as ag- 
gressiveness and sexual activity 
usually go hand in hand, hamsters 
do play an unusual! role, 

In earlier studies of the cyclic 
behavior of female hamsters, Dr. 
Westbrook and Dr, Wise found them 
to be gentle andquite approachable 
when in estrus, At this time the 
levels of both estrogen and pro- 
gesterone are quite high. Her ag- 
gressive tendencies are also fairly 
well masked during the second day 
of her cycle when the levels of 
estrogen and progesterone drop 
quite markedly, However, during 
the third day, when the estrogen 
level rises, she is likely tobe more 
belligerent, On the last day of her 
four day cycle, when estrogen isat 
a high levei and proge sterone is not 
present, she exhibits he: most ag- 
gressive behavior. From these 
studies it was concluded that es- 
trogen is responsible for control- 
ling ssion and that proges- 
terone suppresses the aggre ssive 
components of estrogen while al- 
lowing normal mating to occur, 

Currently, aggression testsare 
being performed on female, male 
and castrated male subjects, 
Hopefully the results wil! show fe- 
males to be very aggressive and 
males to be quite passive. As the 
castrated male has neither andro- 
gen nor estrogen, it is difficult to 
predict his behavior. 

A tabulator records the re- 
sponses of the animals. It contains 
twenty keys. Each time that one is 
pressed a circuit is broken, and a 
pin blips to show the response. Two 
hamsters are placed in the appar- 
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at the Sacramento State College Psychology Arena Laboratory. 


atus, a plexiglass box, after be- 
coming accustomed to it during 
three ten-minute tests when they 
are placed individually in the box. 
This habituating is vital as ham- 
sters will not fight or copulate in 
a strange territory where fear is 
the dominant factor. 

The animals are tested for nine 
responses which are: approach, 
push, pin, pounce, roll, fight, hite, 
and escape. One person avidly 
watches the hamsters and calls out 
responses which the other records 
on the control panel. From the 
panel the responses are coded onto 
a chart. 

Tests consist of normai male- 
female, castrated male-female, 
and castrated male-normal! male. 
They are tested during 2 ten minute 
interval, To make identification 
simpler, one hamster receives a 
few drops of green food coloring 
on the base of his neck ten minutes 
before testing begins, 

As females do not exhibit ag- 
gressive tendencies during estrus, 
they are net tested at this time, 
Each animal is tested six times 
which uses up all of the possible 
combinations, For example, each 
male is tested three times with a 
female, a different one each time, 
and three times with a castrated 
male. 


Future Experiments 


When testing is completed the 
frequency of aggression of each 
class of subject will have been 
discovered, Dr. Westbrook men- 
tioned that at a later date cas- 
trated males may be injected with 
estrogen. Theoretically they would 
then become more aggressive, If 
the aggressive level did rise, it 
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would show that estrogen is a com- 
ponent in aggressive behavior of 
hamsters, This could raise some 
very interesting questions in 
regard to the frequently held opin- 
ion that androgen causes both ag- 
gressiveness and typical male 
behavior in the sexual area, 
Another possible experiment 
would be to inject females with 
androgen, Perhaps this would sup- 
press their aggressive behavior. 
It is also possible that it would 
not affect their behavior at all, 


Castration Problems 


It has taken quite some time to 
raise enough hamsters, especially 
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conduct agression tests on hamsters 


castrated males, to conduct the 
experiments, The babies must be 
castrated before they are twelve 
hours old, As they are quite 
undeveloped when born it is very 
difficult to operate, They cannot 
be given drugs for anesthetic pur- 
poses as this would kill them. 
Therefore, they are cooled in ice 
which ‘‘kills’’ the pain and prevents 
them from moving around while the 
surgery is being performed, A 
graduate student, Barbara Ash- 
man, performed much of this initial 
surgery and is nowhelping with the 
te sting. 


Another problem occurs incon- 
vincing the mother to reaccept her

babies after castration, The human 
odor must be carefully masked ir 
order for her to take them back, 

As hamsters are nocturnal ani- 
mals the laboratory workers had 
the choice of working nights or 
creating artificial conditions, 
Consequently the hamsters sleep 
under an artificial sun, anelectric 
light, at night and are placed ina 
darkened area during the day. 

As one does not normally as- 
sociate loud rock music with 
scientific experiments, it wasquite 
surprising to be greeted with it 
upon entering the lab, Dr, West- 
brook explained that it was used 
to keep a constant level of noise. 
Startled responses could be ob- 
tained if hamsters who were used 
to a relatively quiet environment 
were shocked by the sudden noise 
of traffic on Folsom Blvd, 

Although everyone in the lab is 
vitally concerned with obtaining 
correct data, a relaxed atmosphere 
is also present. Brent Limbocker, 
one of the student members of the 
psychology lab expressed this when 
ie stated: ‘Playing with the 
little critters is really fas- 
cinating.”’

that you would be overjoyed at the fact that the California State Loileges 
have been as successful as they have been with the limited budgetary 
support they have received, I would hope that you would see the absolute 
necessity of people who are as dissatisfied with their degree as yourself 
petitioning the legislature for increased financial support. 

The concept of relevance, as you point out, has indeed been over- 
and misused, Certainly no one would ever say that impartiality is the 
mark of an incompetent curriculum or an individual, although certainly 
no one on the other extreme should require this as a prerequisite for 
‘‘relevance,”’ 

I am sorry to see, however, that you should attack Prof, Commer- 
chero’s notion of ‘‘action-intellectual,’’ for I too believe that the 
university no longer can be content to remain behind in its ivory tower 
world, refusing to make normative judgements about the way things ought 
to be. I should think that youtoo would be concerned about insuring that 
society responds to the kinds of ideas and issues which you champion, It 
is incorrect to view the name ‘‘action-intellectual’’ (although I am not 
particularly fond of that term) as contradictory, Certainly Prof, Com- 
merchero would agree with you that the intellectual must discipline 
him-elf as he studies that society which the intellectual will describe 
with an ‘‘ought statement’’. ‘‘Intellectual’’ does not mean to be stagnant, 
to ignore the outside, but rather to study, to discipline one’s mind — or 
to quote one Jim Austin, ‘‘it is thus needless to say that a disciplined 
mind is of great value to a person and society,”’ 

I would agree with you, Jim, that for too long our colleges and uni- 
versities have not made statements as to educational goals and the 
purposes of the individual campuses, Indeed, it is only now that our 
elementary and secondary schools are beginning te come up with 
‘*behavioral obiectives’’ and ‘‘educational goals.’’ It isto be hoped that 
the ongoing self-study process at this college will arrive at a set of those 
goals around which education at SSC is based, In the interim I think it is 
very unfair of you to describe that education currently provided at Sac- 
ramento State as meaningless. To dismiss that very education which 
has given you the insight to write your commentary is to be very unfair 
to yourself, 

And so, Jim, please do keep in mind that your education here at SSC 
did have a purpose, that it was not meaningless, and that you and I| have 
much more to learn.

Where does an individual go to 
bring about peaceful change in a 
bureaucracy that threatens to be- 
come more impersonal, dehuman- 
ized, mechanized and frustrating 
every day? 

At Sacramento State College a 
unique service for peaceful change 
will be offered this year through 
the ombudsman’s office. 


SSC has chosen to promote 


peaceful change in the academic 
environinent with the help of an 
ombudsman, 

Dr. Robert Donaldson, chair- 
man of the SSC history department, 
was chosen the first ombudsman 
of SSC in August. He will act as 
mediator for students, faculty, the 
staff, and “Even the president” 
he said. 

The ombudsman is a govern- 
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onal concern for the individual 


mental position relatively new to 
the United States. The office 
originated in Scandinavia where 
the ‘‘justieombudsman”’ or agent 
of justice has existed for about 
160 years. 


An ombudsman functions as an 
impartial and independent investi- 
gator of charges against the 
government or administration. 


Bill to lower voting age and 
everything else to I9 proposed 


Legislation has been introduced 
which, if approved by the voters, 
would lower the age of adulthood 
in California from 21 to 19 years. 

Authored by Assemblyman John 
V. Briggs (R-Orange & San Ber- 
nardino Counties), the bills would 
amend the California Constitution 
and related laws to make the age 
of adulthood 19 years. 

Joining Briggs as co-authors 
were Assemblymen George Ww. 
Milias (R-Gilroy), Farle P. Cran- 
dal] (R-San Jose), William Bagley 
(R-San Rafael), Patrick D, McGee 
(R-Van Nuys), and Frank Murphy, 
Jr. (R-Santa Cruz). 

One effect of the proposal would 
be to lower the voting age to 19 
years. The key difference between 
this and earlier proposals in this 
area are (1) the age would be lower- 
ed to 19, not 18, and (2) the voting 
age could not be lowered without 
requiring the new voters to accept 
all the responsibilities of adult- 
hood. 

Briggs last year cart ied a bill 
aimed solely at lowering the voting 
age and testified at hearings of the 
Assembly Elections Committee in 
favor of extending the franc hise to 
younger citizens. 

“We are now dealing with the 
broader question of adulthood, be- 
cause | don’t believe we should 
treat young people as adults on 
some matters and as juveniles on 
others. We should not give them 
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the right to vote without requiring 
that they be fully responsible for 
their actions,’’ Briggs said. 

“At 18 many people are still 
in high school, living at home and 
dependent on thetr parents. At 
19 almost everyone is out of high 
school. Men become eligible for 
the draft and many young people 
marry, start families, and start 
work — paying taxes just as adults 
do.”’ 


“What we need is a broad re- 
examination of the starting points 
for adult responsibilities. This is 
the real question; voting is just 
a part of it,’ he pointed out. 


As a constitutiona] amendment, 
the proposal must pass the Legis- 
lature by a two-thirds margin in 
both houses and be approved by 
the voters at the November elec- 
tion. 


Professional journalists 


laud UC student papers 


The caliber of the student news- 
papers on University of California 
campuses has been the subject of 
an investigation by a spet ial 
committee composed of pro- 
fessional journalists which re- 
ported its findings to the t niver sit) 
of California Board of Regents. 
The committee was formed in re- 
sponse to criticisms by certain 
members of the Board of Regents 
concerning the use of obscene 
language, left wing bias in certain 
student newspapers, etc. 


After a thorough research of 
150 separate issues of different 
student newspapers, areport of the 
special committee was submitted 
to the regents by the University 
of California’ President Charles 
J, Hiteh, 

Among its findings concerning 
obscenity, ‘“The commission does 
not consider the problem of of- 
fensive language as it has existed 
in student newspapers the major 
issue,’’ Their research had, ‘‘dis- 
closed only sporadic use of 
language difficult for the older 
generation to accept. News and 
editorial matter for the most part 
was free of such strong terms.” 


Citing the growing acceptance of 
sex-oriented films by adults, the 
report stated that such examples 
“constitute 4a double standard 
which today’s university student 
has every right to regard as 
proof of the mature generation’ s 
hypocrisy.” 

The report went on to state 
that, in general, the overall quality 
of student newspapers on the Uni- 
yersity of California varied from 
‘high caliber reporting and 
writing,”’ and ‘‘obvious attempts to 
provide factual, basic news cover~ 
age for campus communities,”’ to 
“slovenliness and inaccuracy,” 
and ‘‘patent drives to concentrate 
on causes dear to the hearts in 
individual staff members.” 

The report went on to commend 
UC student journalism for con- 
tinuing to “draw some of the 
brightest minds in the educational 
institutions; among the devoted to 
a sense of duty; and among the 
most determined to perform 4 
community service.”’ 

Among some the things sug- 
gested was financial independence 
for student newspapers, staff 
slection of faculty advisors, and 
professional counseling.

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Full operation of 
colleges imperiled 


The year-round operation of 
the state colleges is threatened 
as a result of Governor Ronald 
Reagan’s proposed 1970-71 bud- 
get. 


This was pointed out to the 
State Senate’s Finance Committee 
last Wednesday by the Legislative 
Analyst A, Alan Post. 


Post was in disagreement with 
the proposed budget cut. He said 
that it did not make sense to cut 
construction and give up the year 
round use of the colleges, espec ial- 
ly with the increasing number of 
students. By stopping the Summer 
quarter in the state colleges 5,600 
students would be cut. 


Post also claimed that the 
yearly $3.8 million to keep the 
colleges going twelve months of 
the year would mean a savings of 
nearly $100 million over the next 
five years. 


The discontinuance of the year- 
round operation has been proposed 
by Reagan as a means of saving 
the State’s monies.
